For Harsher

RALEIGH，N.C. - Community leaders 
fromthe Raleigh areametWith WakeCounty 
District Attorney Colon Willoughby Wed- 
nesdaytoexpresstheirconcernthatnotallthe 
evidence 诅 the facially motivated killing of 
Jim Loo (BE/ 刺 8-24, 8-17,， 8-10) has been 
Uncoyered. 

James Tso, general counsel for the newly 
formed JiniLoo American Justice Coalition， 
told 鼠 / 刺 thatthe 1-1/2 hour meeting “went 
extremely well “He FWilloughby] was very 
open with us and assured us that he was not 
rushing into ajudgment SaidTSo. Wetold 
him that we feehthere'is Suftficientevidence

office to look further into the circumstances 
behindthekilling. Hetoldushehasaskedthe 
police to make additional tests on the guns 
jnvolved in the case and has issued 3a State- 
ment asking for additional witnesses who 
have not yet Stepped forward to do so.” 

Robert Piche, 3$, has been charged with 
second degreemurderand his brotherLloyd， 
29, with simple assault and disorderly com- 
duct in the Loo case. 

The coalition, a multi-racial consortium of 
community and religious groups from te 
greater Raleigh area，has been formed to 
“organize an effectiveresponse to the events 
thatsurround this UJim Loo murder] caseand 
its long term impact on the community.” 
While not saying that the two men are guilty 
of first degree marder， the group believes 
there may be grounds for more Serious 
charges to be filed. 

The Specific areas cited by the coalition 
worth further investigation include looking 
into whether the two assailants, Robert and 
Lloyd Piche, had previously discussed with 
others their intent to harm orkill a Vietnam- 
ese American; whether the two made any

“This kind of message Teinforces Stere- 
otypes and causes people to blame Asians 
for their problems and vent their anger OUt 
cn them,”Vu-Duc said.

When he graduated in 1982 
from the Chinese literature department the 
only position he could find was as a janitor 
in a hospital for the mentally-ill. 

In 1984，Cao managed,， on his own, to 
move to the city of Shenzhen located at the 
border between China and Hong Kong. 
[Note: Shenzhen is a special economic zone 
established as part of China's economic re- 
form program.] Cao was subsequently able 
to gain a position as the associate editor of 
hne1lzhen Yoxthi .Newy. But he ran into 
trouble there after printing an editorial in 
1986 agreeing with one of Deng Xiaoping's 
announcements that he would retize，The 
paper was forced to close and Cao was con- 
demned as being“unsuitable”to be a jour 
nalist anywhere in China. 

Cao and his wife came to the US in Jaly 
1988，leaving behind their two-year-oid 
daughter who wasbarredby the government 
from traveling with her parents. 

“Four of us have young children in 
China，”saysCao…“That's why all the threat- 
ening letters and telephone calls directed to 
ourstaftftmembers mention the Safety of our 
children and families.” 

When asked whether these threats have 
dissuaded him from the goal of countering 
China's propaganda machine，Cao says， 
“This is our historic mission. We have no 
other cholice.”

The Heart Mountain Fair Play Committee， 
foundedby KiyioshiOkamoto,a50-year-old 
Hawaiian Nisei, held meetings in the camps 
and distributed bulletins aboutthe drafttothe 
camps.
